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An amazing “Once in a lifetime” acquisition 


‘An 4805 Draped Bust Half-dieme graded XF-40 by NGC 
[Rnlange page to 18% fl the montor screen beter view the deta] 
For those members who remember this litle jewel 
Which was part of a set of four 1805 Draped Bust silver coins 
that appeared in the April, 2021 issue of the newsletter, under 
the headline of “Taking the Plunge”, the tiny half-disme which 
was worth five cents when it yas released into circulation by the 
Philadelphia Mint cost the author @ small Fortune when the 
Writer discovered it on a major dealer's web site back in 2003 
So, he decided to save up for it hoping it would still be available 
at the ANA's World Money show to be held at the Baltimore 
‘Convention Center that summer, This coin was the last of the 
short-lived half-disme series that was struck in both 1796 and 
“97 with the small eagle reverse, then in 1800 thru 1805 minus 
1804 with the Heraldie eagle reverse before being suspended for 
24 years. The 1805 half-lisme had a reported mintage of just 
15,600, the third lowest of the entire series, (1796-1805) and by 
the beginning of the 21" century it was already highly priced 
although it now it sells for double what the author paid far it. 


‘One of the reasons it did not sell quickly was probably 
‘due to its uneven strike which was characteristic for a coin that 
thin. The tiny coin had a diameter of just 16.mm, weighing 1.35 
‘grams with an alloy of 8.294 silver and .1076 copper. Stl, the 
specimen appears completely “original” compared the several 
‘others he had seen with slighly better strikes.

1m 1800, the Draped Bust type hal-cent replaced the Liberty 
Cap type onthe obverse ofthe coin with reported minuge of 202,908 
pieces, hisly common for that timeframe.

Mint released 20,266 more Draped Bust half-ents, all dated 1802/0 
presumably 1800 dated leftovers with the 2 pressed upon the in 1802 
‘This coin Was acquired away back in 1992 with Anaes papers plus a 
photo; his, shorly before Amaes joined PCGS and NGC in slabing.

‘alow, the 806° shown aove appeared worthy’ ofthe green sticks. 
“The surfaces on both sides ofthe coin are smooth and the wear is even 
‘while the normal date example graded Fine snuck onthe 
reverse and not nearly as attractive.

‘The 1806 normal date Draped Bust quarter was acquired by 
the author hack in 1992 in an ANACS-Fine-2 bolder 
somewhat nice-looking but not evenly worn.

Steve M. Tomkins, author of Early United States Quarters, 
1796 to 1838, explains tat “the 1806/5 overdate Draped Bust 
{quarter “was achieved by heating the obverse of the coin, 
then punching the 6 over the , the re-annealed.” He also 
states tat the coin “will present some challenges. Due to the 
re-use of the dies from the 1805/4, most are found to be 
Somewhat mushy looking not well siruck up, generally with 
weak dentals" which represent the circumference of the 
on.

‘The large cent denomination had no known overdates 
until 1810, one of the seven dates of the Classic Head series 
struck from 1808 thru 1814 by Asst. Chief Engraver, John 
Reich. When magnified even slightly, this VF-20 example of the 
1810/9 cent shows the 1 in the 1810 appearing ever the barely 
noticeable 0 displaying a tiny tp ofthe nine emanating under the let 
Side of eo. The large cet ofthis period had a diameter of 29 mam, The 
differences in value however are much less between the normal date 
fd overdate than some of the other coins, The specimen above cost 
S200 at a Sunday show held in @ suburb of Philadelphia. Today it

In 1810, the reported mintage for the large cent was 
1,459,500 forall varieties which include both the over date and. normal 
date examples shown above. The normal date shown diecly above 
‘vas actully acquired earlier ata mecting ofthe same Watchung Hills 
Coin Club mentioned earlier in 1989 and cost $238. Today, VF-30 
specimen retails for 1,400.00 as oth coins appear somewhat 
‘chocolatey brown compared with many of the dark grayish ones that 
lack the eye appeal ofthe foregoing

Amo Safran gave a PowerPoint program 
titled “Collecting at least one US coin by Decades 
ending in two”. He chose coins from his collection 
that he thought had eye appeal within their grade 
level. Amo started out displaying our first pattern 
coins that were made in 1792 and continued by 
decades to 1972. First, he portrayed a legitimate 
41792 Half-Disme which had a mintage of just 1,500 
that came from the Brent Pogue collection and sold 
for over $420,000 at a Stacks/ Bowers Auction held 
in 2015. This was followed by a short-set of Gallery 
Mint 1792 replicas engraved by Ron Landis in 
2002 which displayed two copper cents, the half- 
disme, disme and a lovely silver quarter sold as a set 
in 2003 for just $125,
